Bureau of Mines Find* Dtmand for 


Gasoline Mac Led to Adulteration. 
Evidence that refiners have been put- 


ting forth their utmost efforts to keep 
op with the increasing demand for 
motor gasoline, even to the extent of 
reducing the Quality to order to add to j 
the quantity, Is disclosed In th£ sum- j 
mer test of motor fuel completed by " 
the bureau of mines. 


The report of the bureau «tjs: 
"To obtain sufficient gasoline to sup- 


ply this demand, It has been necessary 
for the refiners to cut deeper into the j 
crude oil. thus adding somewhat to the 
amount of high boiling material EIBT- ! 
keted as motor gasoline." 


Tee bureau places the domestic con- 


sumption increase for the Srst five j 
months of 1920 at 26 per cent over last ! 
year. The 1919 total consumption for ' 
a like period was 1.217,879,649 berrels,- 
against lvilS.534.063, an increase of 
290 654,414 barrels. 


The average boiling point for the 


summer test this year -was found to j 
be 277 degrees, against 265 degrees In i 
test made in April o* last year and 264 i 
degrees 'or the -winter test last Janu- j 
ary. The report stated that "at least , 
two samples show evidence of beics 
adulterated with kerosene" and that 
four others sh<nre& "careless refining, 
if not sdolteration."
